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POSTHUMOUS AWARD 
UF HIGHEST U.S. HONOR 


Lieut. A. Ri Nininger First to 
Get Congressional Médal 
in This War. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 29 (AP).— 
The posthumous award of the 


+Congressional Medal of Honor to 


Second Lieut. Alexander R. Ninin- 
ger Jr., the first time this highest 
United States decoration has been 
authorized since the war started, 
— announced today by the War 


— —— an officer of — 
Philippine Scouts, was killed in ac- 
tion. Jan. 12 on the Batan Penin- 
sula. The citation was for con- 
spicuous gallantry and intrepidity 
above and beyond the call of duty. 

Gen, Douglas MacArthur recom- 
mended the award, reporting that 
Lieut. Nininger, whose own com- 
pariy was not in action, voluntarily 
attached himself to another out- 
fit engaged in fierce fighting 
against Japahese snipers and 
sharpshooters who, posted in “fox 
holes,” were halting a counterat- 
tack in which the Americans 
sought to regain lost positions. 

With rifle and hand grenade, 
Lieut. Nininger fought his way for- 
ward, killing several enemy snipers 
and destroying several groups of 
Japanese troops in the fox holes 
before he himself was killed. 

When the positions finally were 
retaken by Gen. MacArthur’s 
troops, Lieut. Nininger’s body was 
found with a Japanese officer and 
two Japanese enlisted men dead 
beside him. 

The medal will be presented to 
Lieut. Nininger’s father, Alexander 
R. Nininger Sr. of Fort Lauderdale, 


The Congressional Medal of 
Honor ‘is the oldest and highest 
decoration conferred by the United 
States. Established by act of Con- 
gress in 1862, only 1723 ‘of the 
medals had been issued. prior to 
the first World War, and during 
that war, with more than 4,000,000 
in the Army, only 95 won § this 
award.

Both nations yielded some claims 
in the area of roughly 125,000 
square miles of mountainous jungle 
land which stretches for 300 miles 
north of the upper Amazon, agree- 
ing more or less on the status quo 
of 1936.

Neumann testified to being enter- 
tained at Lake of the Ozarks, and 
of a $100 campaign contribution 
from Laun, 

James T, O’Brien, who was in the 

Legislature more than 20 years 
ago, and in recent years was as- 
sistant clerk of the House, testi- 
fied to getting sums of $10 and 
$25, and once $50, from Laun and 
Spoehrer, for sending them copies 
of bills. After the SEC inquiry be- 
gan, he testified, he met Laun, who 
said to him: “I don’t know noth- 
ing and [I didn’t give you noth- 
ing.” 

Present and former members of 
the Missouri Senate and House, 
county officials, two witnesses 
from Illinois and one from Iowa, 
gave various accounts yesterday of 
the payment of sums of money to 
them by Laun or Boehm. The 
amounts ranged from $25 to $3000, 
the amount which John J. Nangle 
testified was given to Dickmann’s 
1933 campaign for Mayor, The 
amount might have been $3500, 
Nangle said; former Mayor Dick- 
mann said he knew nothing of any 
contribution. 

Mayoralty Campaign Gifts. 

Nangle, lawyer and treasurer of 
the Democratic State Committee, 
testified that he was in charge of 
the finances of Dickmann’s first 
primary campaign, and that he 
and .Dickmann had an interview 
with Boehm at Hoégel ‘Jefferson. 
After Dickmann had teft, Nangle 
said, Boehm gave $1000 for the 
campaign. Later, Nangle testified, 
Boehm gave $2000. or $2500 to the 


‘Democratic City Committee for the 


April election. 

Former Mayor Dickmann, now 
temporary director of Civilian De- 
fense for the Fourth District, with } 
headquarters at Atlanta, testified: 


Nangle, called me and asked me 
to meet Mr. Boehm, I said I had 
known Boehm for years. He in- 
sisted, and I went to the Jefferson 
and was with them only a _ few 
minutes. Nothing was said about 
contributions.” 


Found $750 in Envelope. 


Former United States Senator 
Roscoe C. Patterson of Springfield 
testified that, when he was run- 
ning for re-election to the Senate 
in 1934, he accompanied Heber 
Nations and Ben Linhardt of Jef- 
ferson City to Boehm’s office, and 
that Boehm said he wished to 
make a contribution to his cam- 
paign, and gave him an envelope 
which he found to contain $750. 

Senator Patterson went from 
Boehm’s office to that of Egan, 
and spoke with him of the cam- 
paign, but nothing was said of 
Boehm’s contribution, and Egan, 
the witness said, did not offer to 
contribute. Patterson was de- 
feated in the election by Senator 
Harry S.. Truman. 

Thomas Bond, Egan’s counsel, 
brought out in cross-examining 
most of the witnesses that they. 
did. not. know and..had.not..met 
Egan. 

Former State Senator A. L. Mc- 
Cawley of Carthage, later a mem- 
ber of the lower house, testified 
to dealings and discussions with 
Laun, who, he said. told him in 
1984 that “the power lobby has di-

Novack, who has passed his pre- 
lininary physical examiriation and 
been placed in Class 1A is sched- 
uled to take the Army pre-fnduc- 
tion physical examination at Jef- 
ferson Barracks Tuesday, and 
probably would have been called 
into service within a month. 

John J. Griffin, chairman of the 
draft board, said Novack’s classi- 
fication would be referred to the 
appeal board. 

Associate City Counselor George 
L. Stemmler said he had prepared, 
at Novack’s request, an affidavit 
stating that the Alcerman was 
chairman of the Zoning Committee 
and member of the committees on 
Public Utilities and Public Safety, 
and that all three committees han- 
dle some bills dealing with defense. 

Novack, a Republican, also is 
chairman of the special Redistrict- 
ing Committee, which is meeting 
daily to complete its recommenda- 
tions. for a redrawing of ward 
boundaries.

George W. Fox, 28 years old, a 
machinist of Rock Island, Iil., re- 
ceived a medal for saving the life 
of John M. White, 13. Fox fought 
a strong Mississippi River current 
and the drag of soaked clothing 
to rescue the boy. 

A medal was also awarded. to 
Elizabeth Feiring, 16, of Kansas 
City. She saved Joan Doudrick 
and attempted to save her sister, 
Dorothy Doudrick, from drowning 
at Blue Springs, Mo., July 22, 1939. 

While paddling in Lake. Tapa- 
wingo, Dorothy lost hold of an 
inflated tire tube, sinking in 12 
feet of water. Joan grasped her, 
but neither could swim. From’70 
feet away, Miss Feiring swam to 
her friends’ aid. She rescued Joan, 
towing her 20 feet to shallow 
water. Then. she swam back for 
Dorothy. She brought Dorothy to 
the surface, but lost her hold. 
Dorothy drowned.

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WASHINGTON, Jan. 29. — The

Baruch, in testimony before a 
House committee when the bill’ 
was undér consideration, urged an 
over-all price ceiling which should 
cover wages and farm prices. Or- 
ganized labor objected strenuously 
and wages were omitted. ‘The 
farm bloe stepped in and saw te 
it that the bill in its final form 
contained loopholes permitting 


farm prices to rise 12 to 15 per 
cent before the Price Administra- 
tor can do anything about it. 

“Tt is inevitable that wages will 
rise,”. Baruch said to the 
Post-Dispatch today. “You can't 
expect them to stay down when 
farm and commodity’ prices have 
gone up. That would be esking 
too much of labor. 

“What is:more, it.will be neces- 
sary to increase the salaries of 
Federal and city employes, teach- 
ers and others who are not or- 
ganized to make their needs 
known.” 

Out of the meeting of the CIO 
Executive Council in New York 
has come word that CIO unions 
shortly will make demands for 
widespread wage increases. Econ- 
omists and analysts for the CIO 
have been busy preparing studies 
on costs of living and’ price rises 
to document their case. 

Baruch spoke approvingly of the 
order by Donald Nelson giving 
Price Administrator Henderson ra- 
tioning powers as well as price- 
fixing authority. This should all 
be concentrated in one office, he 
said. In several appearances be- 
fore congressional committees Ba- 
ruch also has spoken favorably of 
Henderson, a New Dealer whom 
many conservative Democrats have 
viewed with suspicion. 

Majority Leader Alben W. Bark- 
ley declared that regardless of the 
bill’s imperfections, it would “pre- 
vent prices from spiralling into the 
skies as they: did in the last war.” 

Baruch apparently has doubts of 
this, although he expressed him- 
self cautiously. In everything that 
he has said about the difficult is- 
sue of price fixing he has made 
clear his belief that, if prices rose 
generally,.labor would have to 
move to keep wages up to the rise. 
He has insisted also several times 
in testimony before House and 
Senate committees that Congress 
could not take away. from labor 


the right to strike. 


“Unless you keep all price ele- 
ments under control, you can look 
for the see-sawing of one group 
seeking to keep up with another,” 
he said. “It is a difficult job that 
Mr. Henderson now ‘has on his 
hands. While it comes close to be- 
ing an over-all ceiling, the fact re- 
mains that it does not include 
wages or farm prices—two of the 
most important factors.” 

Henderson already has a large 
staff accumulated the 
months when he sought by intimi- 
dation, coercion and persuasion to 
hold prices down to reasonable lev- 
els. Under the bill as passed by 
Congress, he is empowered to main- 
tain the price relationship prevail- 
ing between Oct. 1 and Oct. 15, 
1941, and also is given powers to 
fix rent maximums in designated 
defense housing areas, using April 
1, 1041, as the standard.

Events Preceding Change; 
Tolan Committee’s Report. 


A giance backward at the condi- 
tions that led up to the appoint- 
ment of Nelson as the war produc- 
tion chief will help to reveal the 
full significance of what pappened 
at Detroit. 

Nowhere has the story of our 
long and dreary failure—almost 
our tragic failure—on the indus- 
trial front been better told than 
in the reports of the select House 
Committee headed by Representa- 
tive John H. Tolan, (Dem.), of 
California. In fulfilling its pri- 
mary purpose, investigation of the 
interstate migration “of destitute 
citizens, the committee went deep- 
ly into the whole question of war 
production. It held extensive hear- 
ings in Washington and elsewhere, 
and in December issued a report 
blasting both the reluctance of in- 
dustry to convert its facilities to 
war production and the failure of 
OPM to bring about conversion on 
anything like the scale required 
by the national emergency. 

The Tolan committee’s findings 
are considered fully as significant 
as those of the Truman Senate 
Defense Investigation Committee. 
Insofficial quarters they carried 
weight, and undoubtedly they were 
a large factor in bringing the 
President to his decision to name 
Donald M. Nelson as war produc- 
tion cZar. . 

Reporting on Dec. 19, the Tolan 
committee said: “The testimony 
before the committee was almost 
universal that production to date 
has been a failure, measured 
against the available facilities and 
the visible needs for military pur- 
poses. The largest and most ef- 
ficient manufacturing facilities 
are not being used in the arm- 
ament effort. At the same time, 
the system of contract awards in 
effect excludes from production 
the facilities of tens of thousands 
of ll producers, 

“As a result, the mass produc- 
tion of critical military materials 
is awaiting, to a considerable ex- 
tent, the completion of new plants. 
Thus, when speed in production is 
vital to the nation, the potential- 
ly greatest arsenals stand unused 
and their unemployed workers are. 
waiting for new plants to open.

“The prime objective of an all- 
out effort, namely, to enlist every 
worker and every machine,” re- 
ported the committee, “was and 
still ig left to a policy of indirec- 
tion. Instead of planning for and 
requiring orderly conversion, reli- 
ance is placed upon the technique 
of urging manufacturers into war 
production by curtailing their fa- 
cilities for civilian production. This 
procedure is neither efficient nor 
forthright.” 

The ‘committee scouted the 
theory long advanced by motor 
manufacturers that only 15 per 
cent, or even less, of their produc- 
tion facilities were convertible to 
war production. This: was the 
theory used by the manufacturers 
more than a year ago to discredit 
the Reuther plan. The Tolan com- 
mittee, in refutation, cited the tes- 
timony of production engineers 
that 50 to 80 per cent of the fa- 
cilities of the motor car industry 
could be converted to defense pro- 
duction. The committee pointed 
out that the entire automotive in- 
dustry of England has been so 
converted. 

“This controversy in itself,” the 
committee summed up, “signalizes 
the failure to plan production. But 
the requirements of the war

It has constructed telephone lines, 
dams, drainage ditches, reforestation, 
nurseries, fisheries, game refuges, levees 
and countless other defense measures op- 
posing our heretofore reckless use of 
natural resources.

One of the first loopholes that should be plugged 
is the one enjoyed by residents of the nine so-called 
‘community property states — Arizona, California, 


Texas and Washington. In these states, a married 
‘man enjoys a privilege which is denied him every- 
where else in the country. For the purpose of escap- 
ing income taxes, he may split his earnings with 
his wife. 

Thus, if he earned $10,000 a year, he and his wife 
may file two $5000 returns. In this way, each is 
taxed for only $5000 and the surtaxes on the higher 
brackets are avoided. Many millions of dollars 
become tax-free by this device every year, yet last 
fall, when an attempt was made to remove this dis- 
crimination, Senator Connally of Texas and Sen- 
ators from other states enjoying it succeeded in de- 
feating it. The spurious arguments advanced to 
justify the community-property loophole were won- 
derful to listen to. 

But, as the needs of the Government become ever 
and ever greater, and as the tax authorities begin 
to look at the pay ‘ avelope of the great masses of 
working people as a source of revenue, the wealthy 
tax-evaders of the community-property states should 
become a shining ‘mark for legislative action. Con- 
gress would be in an indefensible position, for ex- 
ample, if it levied 2 sales tax on the necessities of 
life or a withholding tax from every pay envelope 
and permitted California movie stars and Texas oil 
magnates to continue to enjoy the community- 
property loophole. : 

We should think the first order of business, as 
the new tax bill is drawn, would be to assure Secre- 
tary Morgenthau that the first billion will be levied 
on those who have been permitted by weaknesses in 
the law to escape their full share of the task of sup- 
porting the Government. And it might be. added 
that, if this cannot be done under the stresses and 
strains of war, there is something fundamentally 
wrong with the country. 
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THE VICTORY SUIT.

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BILLIONS FOR DEFENSE, BUT— 

The new naval appropriation bill, which the 
House has passed and sent to the Senate, is for 
$17,722,500,000. This is a sum so large that there 
is no way for most of us to comprehend it. Per- 
haps the. best way to describe it is to say that it is 
the largest such bill in history and to let it go at 
that. 

But notwithstanding its tremendous size, the bill 
was passed without a dissenting vote. Three hun- 
dred and eighty-eight members of the House an- 
swered in favor of the measure. Not one cast his 
vote against it. 

This yote is expressive, not only of the attitude of 
Congress, but of the American people. No one is 
opposed to the creation of all the military and 
naval might necessary to victory in the war, We 
will pay what it costs: We will make the sacri- 
fices which are required. We will undergo what we 
must in order to defeat Nazism. 

This is all the more reagon for increased vigilance 
against war profiteering in the contracts which 
will be awarded for ships under the new appropria-- 
tion bill, The fact that the people will pay what it 
costs is no warrant to run up staggering costs for 
the benefit of private fortunes. Yet we have it on 
the authority of the Senate Naval Committee chajr- 
man, Senator Walsh of Massachusetts, as quoted in 
our Mirror of Public Opinion yesterday: “At the 
very time we are marching to the battlefront mil- 
lions of American youths, we are allowing, without 
check or restraint, the accumulation of unconscion- 
able profits.” ; 

Senator McNary, minority leader, has asked for a 
curb on war contract profits and in asking for it, 
he reflects the attitude of the overwhelming number 
of American citizens. Any plant which will not pro-

‘| duce war materials at a reasonable profit doed not 


deserve war contracts. 

The least we can do is to accept Senator Walsh's 
proposal for limiting the Navy's authority to make 
contracts without competitive bidding. 

Nothing is more important both in our armed 
forces and at home than morale. And nothing will 
destroy that morale quicker than war profiteering 
while men are killed and injured at $21.4 month, 


_ No item in the welter of war news yesterday had 
quite the impact of the dispatch from Switserland, 
which told of conditions in Greece, Quoting a 
letter, sent out Dec, 9, the Journal de Geneve said 
that 2000 persons had died in Athens in a single day. 
“People of the streets are all like skeletons and on 
every corner people are lying down,” it said.

Y making detailed plans and prepara- 
B tions now, there will be no need for 
extensive air-raid shelter construction 
in even the coast cities of the United 
States. 
Because of its geographic position and the 
load-carrying limitations of even the largest 
enemy aircraft, the United States need pre- 


sant heavy bombing of the European variety. 

The purpose of such sporadic raids would 
be principally to lower civilian morale, to 
plague United States war efforts with a 
spreading ‘case of civilian jitters, to incite 
civilian demands for a shift of military and 
naval protection from strategic outposts to 
continental shores, to touch off waves of 
bomb-shelter construction and strictly de- 
, fense industrial production which would di- 
vert labor and materials from more im- 
‘portant channels. 

For ‘instance, if the 26,500,000: persons liv- 
ing only in cities of 50,000 or more popula- 
tion within 300 iniles of the Atlantic, Carib- 
bean and Pacific were to demand bomb pro- 
tection in 24-person shelters, the United 


| States would be hard-pressed to satisfy 


them, Since each shelter would cost close to 
$1800 and require 24 man-hours of labor dur- 
ing construction, the shelter program for 
these coastal inhabitants alone would in- 
volve about two billion dollars and 246,000,- 
000 man-hours of work. 


Since not more than half of all the 574,- 
000 APL building trades workers are lo- 
cated in these coastal areas, such a shelter 
construction program could not be complet- 
ed in less than 100 days even if all other 
types of construction (including vital Army 


; and Navy projects) were to be stopped. 


If the enemy’s raids produce any such 
hoped-for results, the high cost in planes, 
ships, ammunition, fuel and men would be 
considered well spent, and the/raids would 
probably continue with increasing vigor.

Moreover, it is plain from the 
Roberts report that the Navy De- 
partment in Washington, while it 
expected war and warned Admiral 
Kimmel, did not itself expect the 
attack on Pearl Harbor. The bul- 
letin of the director of Naval Intel- 
ligence, dated Dec. 1, 1941, told the 
fleet that the “deployment” of Jap- 
anese naval force.was “to the 
southwards.” Commenting on the 
bulletin, the Roberts report adds 
“due to lack of information indi- 
cating that the bulk of Japanese 
carriers were at sea (Navel Intelli- 
gence) concluded they were in 
home ports.” 


HILE this does not relieve 
Gen. Short and Admiral Kim- 
mel of their responsibility, it does 
show that we shall not have got to 
the bottom of the matter and have 
begun to deal with the basic cause 
of the disaster, merely by punish- 
ing the commanders and by taking 
measures to insure better co-opera- 
tion in the future. What happened 
at Pearl Harbor was due to “errors 
of judgment.” But the errors of 
judgment were due to a false doc- 
trine which has paralyzed the 
judgment of the whole nation to 
such a degree that no one, not 
even the most farsighted, can for 
instant be self-righteous and 
as if he had been altogether 

free of its destructive influence. 
It is the doctrine of the passive 
defensive: the doctrine that “na- 


obscured and weakened the warn- 
ings from Washington and caused 
the disaster at Pearl Harbor. 


docttine of the passive de- 
fensive, which the people, the 
Congress and the Administration 
imposed upon the armed services 
‘ demanded that they should sit still, 
but be forever on the alert, guard- 
‘ing all vulnerable _ points and 
watching all the approaches, while 
the enemy picked the. time, the 
place and the manner of his at- 
tack. 


No armed force can ever be ade- 
quately prepared for such an &as- 
signment. For it presents the en- 
emy with the initiative, and with 


fended some other point, say, 
North Atlantic or the South Atlan- 
tic. For there is no conceivable 
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returned to America,” he said, “the 
state of mind of industry was such 
that the motor car industry was 
still against any interference with 
their normal business. Defense 
work was only acceptable to those 
who foresaw a possible cut in their 
output, and these were very few. 
At that time the announced per- 
centage of facilities available for 
defense ‘work was in the neighbor- 
hood of 15 per cent. Today, it is 
freely admitted that 50 per cent of 
the facilities can be used for de- 
fense, with a possibility in certain 
areas of extending this to 70 per 
cent. We Have one instance of 
actual practice where nearer to 90 
per cent is used. With proper plan- 
ning, considerable employment can 
be absorbed without any facilities 
except empty buildings and a few 
cranes.” 


Nelson in October Showed 
Full Realization of Task. 


It is reassuring to find that 
Donald Nelson did not subscribe 
to the view that only a negligible 
percentage of motor manufactur- 
ing facilities could be used for war 
production. Nelson showed a full 
realization of the gigantic task 
confronting this country and also a 
wholesome dissatisfaction with 
what had been accomplished. 

T g in October, Nelson 
said he had heard the statement 
made by “perfectly reputable peo- 
ple” that only 20 per cent of the 
machinery. of the motor car indus- 
try was adaptable to war purposes. 
“T think that has changed,” he 
added. “Since then we have found 
ways and means of adapting that 
machinery and we will find ways 
and means of adapting it still fur- 
ther. Our conception of the kind 
of machinery that can be adapted 
has changed and is going to change 
a good deal more before we are 
through.” 


Nelson was asked whether he 
felt there Had been “satisfactory 
progress” in the conversion of in- 
dustry to war production. 

“I do not,” he replied. 

He was asked whether conver- 
sion had gone about as far as 
might reasonably have been ex- 


pected. 

“I don’t think so,” he said. “I 
think there has been too ready an 
acceptance of the theory that in 
order to produce effectively we 
must buy new tools rather than 
adapt old tools to this production. 
The English and German exper- 
ience shows quite clearly that you 
don't always need specially de- 
signed single-purpose machinery to 
‘be able to accomplish the objec- 
tive. , 


Nelson’s ideas on production are 
shown here to be in sharp conflict 
with those of William Knudsen, 
whose thinking as head of the 
OPM was governed by the concep- 
tion that little could be accom- 
plished through the use of existing 
facilities. Knudsen’s production 
formula was to build plants and 
yet more plants, | 


What Happened to Plan 
Advanced by Reuther. 


‘Walter P. Reuther of the Cy 
told of the shelving of the plan 

submitted to the Government in) 
December, 1940, for speeding up 
war production. This plan, calling 
for the manufacture of 500 fight- 
ing planes a day after six months, 


ally as a victory for manufacturers 
over labor. Wilson declared the 
result was a “triumph of the 
American way.” | 

It was in a similar atmosphere 
of hostility that the Reuther plan 
was received when it was first 
presented. Reuther testified that 
after he had waited for several 
months he and several of his asso- 
ciates received a request to meet 
with Knudsen. Knudsen at that 
time, according to Reuther, in- 
sisted that less than 5 per cent of 
the automobile-manufacturing fa- 
cilities were adaptable to defense 
production. 

“I strongly disagreed,” con- 
tinued Reuther. “I finally suggested 
that Mr. Knudsen and I take a 
group of engineers through some 
automobile plants and I said I 
would indicate . the machinery 
which could be adapted by retool- 
ing for airplane production. He 
demurred, stating that he did not 
think he had the authority to take 
me into an auto plant. He then 
suggested that they would make 
available a blueprint of a standard 
airplane motor so that we might 
have’ an opportunity to b down 
the job and evaluate what‘ exist- 
ing machines might be put to use 
in turning out such a motor. Nine 
months have passed and we are 
still waiting to see those: blue- 
prints.” 


Reuther described his plan and 
gave some illuminating sidelights 
on its reception by the motor car 
industry. The plan called on the 
industry to postpone tooling for 
the 1942 model and thus release, 
for defense work, some 25,000 
skilled mechanics, plus a large 
group of technicians who do de- 
signing and. engineering. 

“At that time,” he related, “the 
industry said they were not willing 
to postpone the tooling for the 1942 
model but would agree not to have 
a 1943 model. We pointed out that 
to sacrifice the °43 model was an 
idle gesture because it didn’t con- 
tribute to the immediate conver- 
sion of facilities for war produc- 
tion. Instead of accepting our 
proposition and putting those 25,- 
000 mechanics to work building the 
special tools, dies, jigs and fixtures 
necessary for conversion, they 
went ahead and made a new 
model, They -put more shiny 
things on this year’s model] than 
ever before. We in the industry 
call it ‘the Christmas tree model.’ 
It reflected a complete misunder- 
——— of what we were getting 
nto. 

“When we raised our argument 
for not having a 1942 model, they 
told us that the American public 
demanded these gadgets... We 
doubted that, We said that if our 
people knew that this industry had 
to, make its contribution to war 
production, ‘the people would be 
wil to ride in automobiles with-

Reuther told the committee that 
in all his conferences with auto- 
mobile executives at the time: he 
proposed his plan, “there was evi- 
dent an attitude that. the automo 
bile industry could superimpose its 
war efforts on normal production, 
and that it was going to be able 
to continue its high-production 
schedules.”

Wyoming 
had a 59-below record in 1924; a 
60-below in 1929, and in 1933 there 
is record of it really getting cold in 
earnest—66 degrees below zero. 

Even Missouri once got as cold 
as it is now in Russia. Back in 
1905, on the thirteenth of January, 
it hit 40 below at the little town 
of Warsaw. But generally speak- 
ing, we folks in America haven't 
much of an idea of what it’s like 
to operate in such cold storage 
weather, Right here in St. Louis, 
the normal temperature for the 
middle of January is 30 degrees 
above zero. That makes a mild 
Russian cold spell of 40 below just 
70 degrees colder—which is a lot 
of cold degrees to appreciate men- 
tally when you're sitting in a 
steam-heated apartment in a few 
ounces of clothing with hot water 
on tap and your Sunday dinner in 
the oven. 

So far correspondents on the 
Moscow front have been pretty 
stingy with the details of what 
the suffering from the cold has 
been. We know that “General Jan- 
uary” has frozen the Hitler mus- 
tache and has the German in- 
vaders doing a reverse goose-step 
in retreat. We know that the Ger- 
man soldiers have been eschewing 
baths for fear of freezing to the 
tub and that the lowly louse,. thus 
encouraged, has had them digging 
acres of epidermis away from their 
chilled hides. 


“Intense cold and blizzards out 


of the north mean harder march- 
ing conditions for the advancing 
Russians, who are prepared for 
it,” A. T. Steele, Chicago Daily 
News—St. Louis Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent reported recently. “It 
means more hardships for the re- 
tiring Germans, who are not pre- 
pared for it.”

ITH his lads in retreat, anx- 
W ious Adolf is learning the 

sanie lesson from the Russian 
cold that Napoleon Bonaparte 
learned back in 1812 when he 
blazed the trail down which old 
Adolf is backing right now. In 
“Napoleon’s Russian Campaign of 
1812,” Edward Foord has given us 
all the gruesome and ‘stomach- 
turning details of what it’s like to 
try to combine fighting with the 
struggle to keep alive in the Rus- 
sian cold. 

“On Nov, 6th and 7th, the weath- 
er, which had hitherto been by day 
comparatively mild, changed for 
the worse, with’ violent gales and 
heavy. snowstorms,” ‘Foord details 
the Little Corporal’s retreat by the 
Moscow - Smolensk road. “The 
horses were the first to suffer; it 
was impossible to obtain any for- 
age with-the ground covered jeep 
with anow. No provision had been 
made for rough-shoeing the 
horses; and on the slippery sur- 
face of the trodden snow they fell 
in hundreds, to be preyed upon by 
the starving troops.” 

An American niilitary surgeon 
has remarked that this time Hit-

ler’s invaders “can’t eat tanks, un- 
less they need some iron for their 
anemia.” 

Generally reported as unequipped 
with clothing for the Russian win- 
ter, the plight of Hitler’s troops 
can be imagined from Foord’s de- 
scription of Napoleon’s men dur- 
ing the 1812 retreat: “The troops 
as a whole were insufficiently clad, 
and, above all, ill-shod; those who 
succeeded in obtaining a little food 
were often disabled by frost-bite 
or injuries to their ill-protected 
feet. In the hope of guarding 
against the deadly cold, the men 
overloaded themselves with cloth- 
ing of every kind and quality, 
often filthy rags torn from the 
dead and dying. In their fear of 
taking a fatal chill they never 
removed them and dared not wash. 
In their ravening ‘hunger they ate 
like wild beasts, tearing the raw 
or half-cooked’ horseflesh with 


their teeth, and covering them- 


selves and their wretched garments 
with blood ahd offal.” » 


The confident Little Corporal en- 
tered Russia with an army of 
363,000 men. He returned to France 
months later with only a handful 


of that number, for what Nappy, 
like Hitler, didn’t understand was 
that when a Russian winter winds 
up to get cold in a businesslike 
way, it takes folks like the Rus- 
sians to stand up against it.. 

In Foord’s book there are de- 
scriptions of men who became idi- 
otic with suffering,  half-blind 
from the effects of the glaring 
snow by day and the smoke of the 
fires at night. 


“The scenes on the road between 
Vilma and Berezina would pass. all 
belief were there not trustworthy 
witnesses, both French and Rus- 


sian, to bear testirffony to them,” 


Foord has written. “The road and 
its borders were strewn with dead 
men and horses and abandoned 
guns and vehicles, often broken 
and half burned, the fugitives hav- 
ing endeavored to utilize them as 
fuel. Along this way of sorrow 
trailed an endless stream of hu- 
man beings of both sexes, falling 
at every step to mingle with the 
corpses upon which they tram- 
pled. Those who fell were quickly 
stripped of their wretched rages by 
the passers-by.

“On that day,” Pete explained, 
“everybody went to the nearest 
river, broke the ice and jumped 
in the water. At 40 below the ice 
is very thick. But nobody ever 
took cold.” 

Those are the sort of things 
that it is difficult for us in our 
hot-air houses and steam-heated 
apartments to feel. The native of 
Poplar, Mont., where the tempera- 
ture once reached 63 below zero, 
or a resident of Riverside, Wyo., 
where the old thermometer hit 57 
below in 1930, has had a touch of 
“Russian” cold, but not in sus- 
tained quantities and not under the 
circumstances that Napoleon’s boys 
found in 1812 and that’ Hitler’s 
hordes are finding right now.’ It’s 
a tough enough job to keep alive 
in temperatures like the Russian 
thermometer runs up—or down— 
unless you've been raised with a 
hide to stand them. It’s a. still 
worse job to combine staying alive 
with fighting—as the retreating 
Hitler has discovered. 

As Czar Nicholas I of Russia re- 
marked during the Crimean War: 
“There are two generals in whom 
Russia can confide—Generals Jan- 
uary and February.” Gen. January 
has done all right. Let’s hope Gen, 
February can equal the record he 
set at Verkhoyansk, in Siberia, 
when the temperature went down 
to 94 degrees below zero, the lowest 
reading ever taken on the surface 
of the earth.
